BLACK PANTHER PARTY (BPP) , 
also known as 

Black Panther Party for Self-Defense 

According to the official newspaper of the BPP , the 
BPP was started during December 1966 in Oakland, California, to organize 
black people so I hey can take control of the life, politics, and the 
destiny of the black community. It was organized by BOBBY G. SEALE, BPP 
Chairman, and WUEY P. NEWTON, Minister of Defense, BPP. 

The official newspaper, called "The Black Panther,' 1 regularly states 
that the BPP advocates the use of puns and guerrilla tactics in its 
revolutionary program to end oppression of the black people . Residents 
of the black community are urged to arm themselves against the police who 
are consistently referred to as "pigs" who should be killed. 

The newspaper, in its issue of September 7, 3968, had an article by 
the then Minister of Education, GEORGE MURRAY. This article ended with 
the fo] lowing : 

"Black men. Black people, colored persons of America, revolt 
everywhere! Arm yourselves. The only culture worth keeping 
is revolutionary culture. Change. Freedom everywhere. . 
Dynamite! Black power. Use the gun. Kill the pigs everywhere . " 

The BPP newspaper, issue of October 5, 1968, had an article introduced 
with the following statement: "We will not dissent from American govern-

The BPP members are 
advis ing everyone that all expenses will be paid, however, 
M ^had no information that the BPP group had either money 
or transportation arranged for these individuals. 

On November 12, 1970, flUB reported that on 
November 9, 1970, a meeting was field at the Student Union at 
UNC, Chapel Hill, North Carolina. Seventy-five to 100 people 
were present with only about 20 in attendance being black* 
CLlNT/pYJJfijyas in charge of the meeting and identified himself 
as a White panther Party (WPP) member. PYNE stated that he and 
JOHN (LAST NAME UNKNOWN) had been to Cuba within the past year 
to cut sugar cane. Most of the discussion at this meeting 
consisted of plans of the students to go to the RPCC to be 
held in Washington, D. C. It was mentioned that there would 
possibly be two bus loads from Chapel Hill who would travel 
to Washington, D. C. In addition, a number of students from 
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Raleigh, North Carolina, possibly from Shaw University, will go 
to the Convention. During the meeting LARRY LITTIJ2 , of the 
Winston-Salem BIT group, mentioned that the convention is 
supposed t o be hold at Jlovatd tin i versity , Washington, D. C.# 
however, the Uni vnrs i t y administration has not definitely 
given permission.

:00 a,m. a 15 year old brother, 
ilan "Snake" li?nJy t wis fatally 
rounded by an unknown assailant* 
in ambulance wjs ceiled, but didn't 
trrive until about 1:30 a.m. When 
he ambulmce finally arrived tliey 
*cfuced to ^!v? lb* brother med- 
ial attention <-nd refused to take 
am to a \ n spiral. The brother 
vas lying in the ditch breathing 
*ery hard which wan a clear indU 
ration that he was still alive, but 
still the ambulance attendants re- 
fused to remove the brother from 
ihe street, lei alone give him med- 
ical attention. The pigs were first 
to arrive on the. scene, about 10 
rarloads of the low natured do^s. 
Instead of tfceir taking brother 
a 'S.iake" to the hospital or giv- 
ing him medical attention, they 
Swarmed through the crowd that 
had gathered asking questions and 
harassing brothers as they always 
do. 

The people who were around the 
brother attempted to give the bro- 
ther some attention, but their at- 
tempt was in vain. The toul tra- 
ducers ordered the people to get 
back away from the brother. The 
racist ambulance attendants were 
simply standing around scratching 
their thick heads talking to one 



another while brother 4 'Snake" was 
nearing his death. 

At the end of this time, which 
was alxwt two hours, brother 
* 'Snake" was no longer .breathing. 
Finally noticing the brother the 
fascist swine and the racist am- 
bulance attendants we* it over and 
covered the brother with a sheet, - 
The people a.^ked them way did 
they refuse to move the brother 
until he was dead the pffcS o inked 
as they had before; "We didn't 
have permission to move him/' 
This is just another clear exam- 
ple for the people.

BLACK PANTHER PARTY (BPP) , 
also known as 

Black Panther Party for Self-Defense 

According to the official newspaper of the BPP. the 
BPP was started during December 1966 in Oakland, California, to organize 
black people so they can take control of the life, politics, and the 
destiny of the black community. It was organized by BOBBY G. SEALE, BPP 
Chairman, and HUEY P. NEWTON, Minister of Defense, BPP. 

The official newspaper, called "The Black Panther/* regularly states 
that the BPP advocates the use of guns and guerrilla tactics id its 
revolutionary program to end oppression of the black people. Residents 
of the black community are urged to arm themselves against the police who 
are consistently referred to as "pigs" who should be killed. 

The newspaper, in its issue of September 7, 1968, had an article by 
the then Minister of Education, GEORGE MURRAY. This article ended with 
the followiofc; 

"Black men. Black people, colored persons of America, revolt 
everywhere! Arm yourselves. The only culture worth keeping 
is revolutionary culture. Change. Freedom everywhere,

DAVID BILLIARD, in the "New York Times," issue of December 13, 1969, 
was quoted as follows: '"We advocate the very direct overthrow of the 
government by way of force and violence." 

In th<? issue of April 25, 1970, the BPP newspaper had an article by 
Minister of Culture EMORY DOUGLAS as follows: 

. "The only way to make this racist US government administer 
justice to the people it is oppressing, is*.. by taking up 
arms pgainst this government, killing the officials, until 
the reactionary forces, , are dead, and those that are left 
turn their weapons on their superiors, thereby passing 
revolutionary judgement against the number one enemy of all 
mankind, the racist U.S. government."
